Though ail humanity are sinners 
by heredity, we must not forget that 
they constitute but a small propor- 
tion of God’s great family, amongst 
whom are angels, cherubim, — sera- 
phim, ete., who always have felldw- 
ship with God and with each other. 
But while the Scriptures declare of 
humanity that all are sinners, that 
none are righteous, no, not one, yet 
ail do not appreciate their ¢ondition, 
nor cry aloud, Unclean! Indeed, 
there are various degrees of unclean- 
zs ; Some are more and some less 

»ful. . 

‘he two extremes of sin are repre- 
sented in our Lord’s parable of the 
two men who went up to the Temple 
to pray, the one a publican the other 
a Pharisee. The publican realized 
his sin and smote his breast, saying, 
“God be merciful to me a sinner!” 
The Pharisee, on the contrary, felt 
himself so superior to the publican 
that he did not. realize himself a 
sinner at all; he thanked God that 
he was not a sinner. Jesus declares 
that, because of his acknowledgment 
ef sin, the, publican was more ac- 
eeptable than. the -Pharisee. 

In other words, the Creator wishes 
that each one of Adam’s race should 
realize his imperfection—that he 
comes short of the Divine standard 
which God would be pleased to bless 
with everlasting life. While the 

ble=thus declares that nll are sin- 

prs, it does not unreasonably say 
that there is no difference. What it 
docs say is that the slightest degree 
of sin would mean that we are sin- 
mers, and that hence the person 
with the least taint of sin upon him 
would need the Saviour, the Deliver- 
er—would fieed to be cleansed. And, 
in order to realize his need of ‘as- 
sistance, he must see his sin and cry 
unto the Lord, Unclean! Lord, save, 
or I perish! 

Here again many of us have made 
a serious mistake in the study of our 
Bibles. When reading that the sin- 
ner would perish, we forgot the 
meaning of the word perish, that it 
signifies to die, to lose life. There 
is nothing in the word perish that 
signifies to be tortured to all eternity. 
“The wages of sin is death,” destruc- 
tion—annihilation, if you _ please. 
And‘if Ged had not made some ‘pro- 
vision for man’s recovery, there 
would be no futu™ life for Adam nor 
fof any of his race. Death would 
indeed have been a hopeless state; 
just as ieprosy, whether in a small 


ae’ greater degree, signified the pres- 


nce of a hopeless disease from 
which there is no recovery. 

Jesus is the only physician who 
ean heal this leprosy of sin; nothing 
that the sinner himself can do would 
eancel the sentence. God purposely 
60 arranged the matter. The Good 
Physician heals humanity at a great 
cost to Himself. As the wage, or 
penalty, of sin upon Father Adam 
and his race means, death, so who- 
ever would redeein Adam must be 
repared to pay his penalty before 
e could assist the sinner legally, 
justly. None of Adam’s race could 
gerve as a redeemer, because each 
and all were born in sin and _ there- 
fore as subject to the penalty as 
Father Adam himself. Nor could any 
of them be born without sin, because 
the life of tle race came from its 
father. 
| Whoever, therefore, would be the 
avior of man must have a life 

parate and apart from that of 
Adam, and must be willing to sacri- 
fice it on Adam’s behalf. 

All of the angels had such a life— 
separate ‘and apart from Adam's life 
—and any of them, therefore, would 
have been capable of being man’s 
redeemer if. the Heavenly Father 
had made tliem the proposition and, 
they had chosen to acecpt it.» But 
Jehovah God gave ihe first offer to 
become man’s redeemer to the very 
highest of all His creatures—His 
Only Begotten Son, the Logos, of 
whom we read that He was the Be- 
inning of the creatioi of God, the 

irst-born of every creature, the 

Ipha and the Omega, the F rst and 
the Last. 

It was not within the province of 
even Jehovah Himself demand 
that one holy creature should die to 
rescue, to redeem, humanity. The 
matter, therefore, was optional with 
the Logos; and if He had not chosen 
to accept the proposition, it doubtless 
would, have been extended to others. 
But such was the love and loyalty of

LEPROSY OF SIN 
NEEDS A SAVIOR 


to Him to serve in any manner an 
to further God’s will. ae: ; 

No doubt the Son would have done 
this without any suggestion of a re- 
ward, but the Apostle suggests that 
a great reward was proffered Him. 
He says, “Who for the joy that was 
set before Him endured.” His joy- 
ful obedience began when He ex- 
changed the higher nature for the 
human, The same joy continued 
when, as the Man Christ Jesus, Ho 
offered up Himself, and was fait)i- 
fully obedient to the Father's will to 
the very last, saying, “The cup 
which My Fath?r hath poured for 
Me, shall I not drink it?” 

St. Paul further explains that it 
was .the Redeemer’s faithfulness and 
loyalty to the Father, in doing His 
will to the extent of laying down the 
human life, that became the basis 
of His still higher exaltation—above 
His prehuman condition. The Apos- 
tle says, ‘Wherefore God also hath 
highly exalted Him, and given Him 
& name which is above every name; 
that at the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, of things in Heaven and 
things in earth.” Thus, as the Apos- 
tle explains, He has been exalted and 
qualified to be made a Prince and a 
Saviour and able to grant forgiveness 
of sins to as many as will come unto 
the Father through Him. 

Forgiveness of sin has two aspects: 
(1) the cancellation of tha legal con- 
demnation; and (2) the recovery of 
the sinner from his loss, his imper- 
fection, Jesus came into the world 
to accomplish both of these results. 
By His death He would legally satis- 
fy the Divine Justice, giving His 
life as instead of Adam’s life, which 
was forfeited by sin. Then, according 
to the Father’s promise, being raised 
from the death state to a glorious 
state, with plenitude of power, He 
would use that power and opportun- 
ity for the release, or recovery, of 
mankind from the mental, moral and 
porgeal degradation brought about 

y sin. 

Thus we read that Jesus died that 
God might be just and yet be the 
Justifier of al those who believe in 
Jesus—of all who shall become His 
disciples and follow His leading 
and direction. Again, we read that 
He came to seek and to save, to re- 
cover, that which was lost. 

It was just like our great Heaven- 
ly Father to take advantage of the 
opportunity of human salvation from 
sin to illustrate different characters 
amongst men and different degrees 
of ee toward these. He Pike 
saw that t great. necessity o 2 
world would be the ppcesnitx. ‘Kite 
dom, the powerful Reign of the Re- 
deemer forcefully putting down sin 
and all unrighteousness, scattering 
ignorance, darkness, superstition, ete. 

He foresaw that some of the human 
family would need to have stripes, 
punishments, corrections in righte- 
ousness, in order to teach them the 
great lesson that all unrighteousness! 
is sin; and that all sin brings degra- 
dation, sorrow, pain, death, accord- 
ing to Divine arrangement. Mes- 
siah’s Kingdom would be necessary ta 
show how obedience to God would,! 
on the contrary, bring a gradual up-; 
lifting and recovery out of sin, sor-) 
row, tears and death, eventually, 
back to perfection. i 

But while the great mas¢ of man- 
kind would need the severe lessons 
of the Millennium,’*the Reign of 
Christ, a certain few would be able 
now to develop an eye of faith and an 
ear of faith by virtue of their desire 
to do God’s will. These would be 
doubly precious in God’s sight; for 
“without faith it is impossible to 
please Him,” and those who could 
exercise faith under adverse condi. 
tions would be His peculiar treasure, 
Therefore God has arranged to gath- 
er out this special class in advance, 
and these He calls His Elect, the 
Church of the Gospel Age. 

This call, to which these respond, 
is not so forceful as will be- the call 
of the future; they must have hear- 
ing ears and attentive hearts to hear 
the voice of God in the present time 
at all. Additionally, they must be 
both able and willing to walk by 
faith, their path lighted only by the 
Lamp of God’s Word. “Thy Word 
is a lamp to my feet, a lantern to 
my footsteps.’

These are scripturally styled the 
justified by faith, the sanctified, or 
set apart to the service of God.

The help given to the special class 
that is in process of selection during 
this Gospel Age is in the Scriptures 
epetarry represented as the Robe 
of Christ’s righteousness, covering 
each of the sinners, and thus hiding 
the actual blemishes of the flesh. 
In other words, the Lord declares ot 
this class that He will judge them, 
not according to their flesh, but ac- 
cording to the Sige of their minda, 
the intentions of their hearts and 
the efforts which they will put forth 
in resisting sin and in doing God's 
will. This Robe of Righteousness 
will cover sins of every kind and de- 
gree, except wilful sins.

The arrangement for the gins of 
the world, to be carried out in the 
future, will similarly be ample, 
though different. The world’s sins 
will not be covered, nor will the 
world be dealt with merey according 

their minds and hearts. The 
world’s salvation is spoken of as 
being one of works. Each sinner 
will be encouraged and assisted back 
to perfection along the lines of good 
works, 

Assistance and strength of charac- 
ter will come to them day by day 
and year by year until, before the 
Millennium will have ended, all the 
willing and obedient will have be- 
come perfect, mentally, morally and 
physically. They will have attained 
the image and likeness of God, lost 
by Father Adam in Eden; and with 
this perfection will come their right 
to human life, forfeited by Adam and 
redeemed by Jesus. 

But some one may say, If mankind 
are to have an opportnity during 
the Millennial Age, will that not be 
a second chance? We reply, No. 
None wili have a second chance for 
everlasting life. By nature we are 
sinners, condemned to death. Our 
chance for life at all is through the | 
Redeemer’s sacrifice. « He died ‘ur 
all. But only when we accept the 
fact and come under His direction 
as His disciples, do we obtain our 
share. 

Since Jesus accepts as His disciples 
during, this Age only such as conse- 
crate, or sacrifice, their lives to the 
doing of God’s will, only they get 
the benefit of the Redeemer’s ‘sacri- 
fice during the present life.

In the eyes of human judg- 
ment, these would be esteemed noble 
examples; while in the sight of Di- | 
vine Justice, we believe, they would | 
rank as very vicious and criminal. 

When ten lepers came to our Lord 
praying for healing and were grant- 
ed their request, only one of them 
returned to thank the Saviour; and 
Jesus called attention to the fact. 
It well illustrates the difference be- 
tween the two classes of the saved. 
The entire ten lepers would well 
represent the world of mankind in 
sin. All would be glad to be relieved 
of the leprosy of sin and to be holy | 
and happy. 

But as only one of the ten was so 
appreciative as. to come back and 
worship the Redeemer and offer Him 
his services, it represents the fact 
that only a small proportion of hu- 
manity is properly appreciative of 
the blessing of forgiveness of sins 
and heating therefrom, The only onc 
who was thankful would well repre- 
sent the class of sinners who now 
constitute the true Church, and who, | 
realizing the Divine arrangement for | 
the forgiveness of sins, come thank. | 
fully and offer the Lord their little 
all to be used in His service. 

The ‘‘exceeding great and precious 
promises” of God’s Word are given | 
only to the thankful and consecrated, 
who have already presented them- 
selves living sacrifices to God.

USFS OF CEMENT 
ON THE FARM 


Farmere Generally are Adopting It, 
For Things Bullt of It are Durable, 
Easily Kept Clean, and Proof 
Against Vermin 


Cement can be used on the farm for 
& great variety of things. 

Cement fence posts are coming into 
favor because of their strength, good 
appearance and great durability. 
Hitching posts and elothes’ posts are 
made of the same material. And on 
some farms cement blocks are used 
for costructing the fence in front of 
the house. Because of being easily 
cleaned and not rotting, rusting or ad- 
mitting vermin, cement tanks for wa 
ter and grain find favor. Cisterns and 
wells, and the tops and covers of these 
are coustructed of cement, and it is 
used also for making watering troughs, 
feeding troughs, and for slop tanks 
in which to heat slop for cattle and 
prevent it from freezing. 

Protection Against Rats 

Cement box stalls are warmer in 
winter and cooler in summer than 
wooden stalls, and chicken houses 
built of cement afford much-needed 
protection against rats, weasels and 
other virmin, and are easily kept clean. 
Root cellars and feeding floors of ce- 
ment also are not approved of by rats, 
those energetic pests that find it easy 
to live on the farm in summer, but 
will find it hard in winter if cemeni 
construction becomes general. Hog 
pens are built of cement and so are 
corn cribs, 

Sidewalks, steps for porch and cellar 
and rain leaders and gutters are made 
of the same material, and other things 
made of it are dams, retaining walls 
barn drains and land drains, cesspools, 
windmill foundations, dipping tanks, | 
flower boxes and frames for hotbeds | 
and coldbeds. 

Cement is much used in connection 
with the dairy. Milk houses, ice box- 
es, and many other things are made 
of that material, the advantages of 
Which are quite apparent in a place 
Where cleanliness is so necessary. | 
Cement is put to many and strange 
uses, One of the strangest being as 
filling for a tree cavity. Filling such 
a cavity prevents decay and gives a 


better appearance to the tree. 


HEATING THE HOUSE | 


The Importance of Having Humidity 
In the Air 


As far back as you can remember 
the use of the heating stove in your | 
father’s or grandfather's house, you | 
will be able to recall the fact that a 
pan or kettle of water was alway: 
steaming on the stove. It kept the air 
in the room moistened or hurmidizeé 
and in effect made the warmth at onc 
satisfying and agreeable. 

Then the day of the warm air fur 
nace came, and since then, with the | 
exception of a few instances in whici | 
people have appreciated the value o! 
humidity and have kept their furnace 
water pans supplied with hot water 
we have been content with a hot, dry 
enervating heat, which is destructive 
to both comfort and health. 

Dry air will absorb moisture from 
every possible source, and when, by 
furnace heating, the humidity is al 
most entirely eliminated, the furnitur« 
and other wood fittings, the house 
plants, and even your own body, are 
levied upon to supply the deficiency, 
and, as a result, the furniture warps, 
the plants wither and die, and you lay 
yourself open to coniract one of those 
severe colds, or worse, which you won 
der how and where you caught. The 
average furnace wWater-pan is rather on | 
the small side to supply the necessary 
moisture, but a new form of pan in the 
shape of a complete circle has been | 
recently introduced with much success | 
and promises to again give us the) 
health-giving and agreeable humidized 
heat which our parents appreciated 
and enjoyed. 


KEEP THE PIGS DRY 


Guard Against Dampness From the 
Very Beginning } 


Pigs are animals that, as a class, 
are subject to rheumatism and similar 
troubles, and if you are going to be a 
successful pig-keeper you must guard 


against dampness from the very start, 
especially with the bedding arrange 


} ments. 


| Bay, 


Straw—barley straw in particular 
makes capital bedding; and dry brack- 
en, dried grass from the hedges, and | 
similar material may be used. I will| 
assume, of course, that the floor of the 
sleeping apartment of your sty is of 
brick, sloped for drainage, and that a 
warm bed of some kind is provided tor 
the animals. From time to time as it 
js dirtied this bedding -must be 
changed, and it is a good plan to place 
it in the forecourt of the sty—if any 
till it has become part of the muck, 
which you will remove for manurial 
purposes as necessary. 

And if dry quarters are necessary 
with adult sows and pigs, how much 
more so is this the case with the 
youngsters! At birth they should 
have clean, sweet straw provided, not 
in great quantities, gr they may be 
unwittingly lain upon by their mother, 
or else smothered, byt sufficient for 
dryness and warmth, Then, during} 
their” infancy’ the quantity may he 
graduelly increased till the usual al-, 
lowance is arrived at. Needless tu} 
the straw bedding should be 
changed almost daily at first, and this, 
is eepecially the case with a large | 
litter in a somewhat cramped sty. | 


Watch for the birds’ nests before | 
you remove a dead tree, If you can 
save a nest of young birds spare the 
tree awhile, Birds destroy thousands 
of noxious weed seeds every ye ar. 
They do much good in keeping down | 
iusect pests and noxious weeds. |

What Insects Think of the Monsters 
of the Human Race 


A scientist recently took a strange 
photograph, using the compound eye 
of an insect as his lens. When the 
plate was developed there appeared 
one hundred and fifty separate dis- 
tinct photographs of the same object 
—one for each of the hundred and 
fifty eyes which make up the complex 
seeing organ of the tiny creature. 
Some insects have a thousand such 
eyes gathered together into one. Im- 
agine what it must mean to look at a 
single enemy and see it multiplied in- 
to a company or a regiment, 

Among scientists there is much de- 
bate as to just how much or how well 
insects, as a class, are able to see. 
It is fairly certain that certain wasps 
are quite dependent on their sense 
of sight in finding their way to their 
nests. They have been observed to 
study carefully the sticks, stones and 
leaves of grass which are close to 
the entrance to their nest, and on re- 
turning from a flight, to hunt up and 
identify these landmarks before enter- 
ing.

Lady Farmer Raises Record Crop 

Mrs. Annie EB. Williams, of Gleich- 
en, Alberta, had a record flax crop 
last year. She seeded 63.33 acres 
and threshed 1,877 bushels—which is 
equivalent to 29.63 bushels to the 
acre. The significance of this will 


be more readily appreciated when it , 


is stated that the average yield per 
acre last year in Alberta was 12.83, 
in Saskatchewan, 12.56; in Manitoba, 
13.39, in all Canada, 12.60, and in the 
United States 9.90 bushels to the acre. 

The variety which was grown was 
‘Premost,’ a new kind which has been 
developed by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, and 
which ripens from ten days to a fort- 
night earlier than ordinary flax, The 
record of the growth of this crop 
shows that it was seeded April 16-18, 
was one foot high and in bloom on 
June 23rd, ripe on August 10th and 
cut on August 27th. The germination 
test over seven days showed 96 per 
cent

The red rays 
are beneficial, while those toward the 
violet side of the spectrum cause the 
milk to turn. Pure, fresh milk placed 
fn an uncolored glass bottle in the full 
sunlight, and sterilized and pasteur- 
ized milk, placed also in uncolored 
bottles in the same place were found 
at the end of the day to be completely 
spoiled and unfit for consumption. 
Absolutely no difference could be de- 
tected between the ordinary ‘fresh’ 
milk and that which had been steril- 
ized—both were equally bad. But 
if even unsterilized milk is placed tn 
a red bottle or in a bottle wrapped in 
red paper in the full sunlight it keeps 
perfectly good for ten hours. 

Pasteurized or sterilized milk costs 
rather more, but to it many people 
give the preference, as it is consider- 
ed more hygienic. Now, however, 
that experiments have proved how eas- 
ily even this pure, sterilized product 
turns by the influence of light, it may 
soon be expected that cvery dairy will 
adopt red botiles. Until a sufficient 
quantity of such shall have been man- 
nfactured the bottles will be wrapped 
tn red paper.

by this policy the per capita cost for 
this mode of health maintenance 
reaches a large annual expense, In 
eomparison with disease curing, dls- 
ease preventicn, as demonstrated [n 
the Panama Canal zone, bas astonish- 
ed the world. Science and _ sanita- 
tion have made that former hotbed of 
disease more healthful than the most 
favored American community. This 
feat has been accomplished at a cost 
ef a penny a day for each resident 
ef the Canal Zone 

This ach'evement alone {s worth 


more than the immense cost of the} 


canal construction to the American 


people. No ,onger need any hot or 
unhealthy on allow disease-breed- 
ing infe to prevent health and 


proepertty from “Leing the normal con- 
dition of the community. 

What has been done in the canal 
zone will be much easier of accom- 
rishment in all southern territory of 
America and tropical countries else- 
where through this demonstration. 
Particularly our southern states can 
profit by introducing the new health 
regime and make greater safety for 
their own residents and settlers from 
the northern states who are now pre- 
rented from. going south through fear 
of ‘unhealthful conditions:

The direct effect that chang- 
ing bad roads into good roads 
has upon land value and the 
general economic weifare of a 
community is shown in several 
concrete illustrations gathered 
by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The De- 
partment has recently issued a 
statement on the subject, based 
upon a mass of information 
gathered by the Office of Pub- 
lic Roads, which is making a 
special study of the economic 
effect of road improvement in 
the country, According to data 
gathered, where good roads re- 
place bad ones, the values of 
furm lands bordering on the 
roads increase to such an ex- 
tent that the cost of road im- 
prin rig is equalized, if not 
exceeded, The general land 
| values, as wellas farm values, 
ishow marked advances, follow- 


cutting their) ing the improvement of roads. | 


Among the illustrations cited 
| by the department are the fol- 
‘lowing : 

| In Lee County, Virginia, a 
‘farmer owned 100) acres “be- 
/tween Ben Hur and Jonesville, 
which he offered to sell for 
$1800. In 1908, this road was 
improved, and although the 
farmer foughttheimprovement 
he has since refused $3000 for 
his farm. Along this same 
road a tract of 188 acres was 
supposed to have been sold for 
$6000. The purchaser refused 
the contract, however, and the 
owner threatenod to sue him, 
After the road improvement, 
and without any improvement 
upon the land, the same farm 
was sold to the original pur- 
chaser for $9,000, 

In Jackson County, Alabama, 
the people voted a bond issueof 
$250,000 for road improvement 
and improved 24 per cent. of 
the roads. The census of 1900 
gives the value of all farm 
lands in Jackson County at 
$4.90 per acre. The selling val-
